The County Prosecutor at once moved 
to take the case to the higher courts on 
an Wilegation of error in the finding of 
Judge Dickson. If the upper courts find 
that there was no error, then Cox 
stands freed for all time on the charge. 
If the court should hold that there was 
error sufficient to invalidate the deci- 
sion, Cox’s case may be brought before 
a subsequent grand jury and he may 
be reindicted. 

Judge Dickson found the indictments 
defective in substance, this phase of the 
decision 0} -rating to free €ox not only 
from the indictments in question, but 
also from reindictment on the same al- 
leged facts by any subsequent grand 
jury. 

Cox was indicted on Feb. 21, and his 
case has been fought before fifteen 
judges of the cammon pleas, circuit 
and supreme courts of Ohio, the battle 
‘of technicalities starting when § Cox, 
charging prejudice, swore off the bench 
Judge Frankj Gorman, then sitting fn 
the criminal! branch of the court of com- 
mon pleas, gat 

The motion to quash was originally 
made before Judge Gorman, but it re- 
verted 7 Judge Dickson, when the lat- 
te: was finally named to hear the case. 
Judge Dickson holds, in substance, that 
im taking Cox before the grand jury 
in. and compelling him to testify 
there and then indicting him for per- 
jury -because of that testimony, there 
was a violation of his ‘constitutional 
rights.

NEW CABINET DISCUSSED 


Personnel of Rebel Selections 
for Portfolios Expected to 
Please All. Factions. 


CUERNAVACA, Mexico, May 20.— 
The Federal garrison under Munguia 
was forced to evacuate Cuatla, 20 
miles southeast of here, after a fierce 
feur days’ battle with a force of reb- 
els commanded by Col. Zapata. The 
Federals retreated to this city. The 
rebels showed great bravery and are 
said to have lost more than 100 men, 
killed and wounded.

UA Z, Mex., May 2.—‘“It seems 


quite necessary that some announce- 
ment or declaration of peace be made 
at once,’ said Dr. Francisco Vasquez 
Gomes, head of the Rebel Peace Com- 
mission, discussing the report that peace 
would net be declared in effect until 
President Diaz actually resigned. He 
intimated thee it might be done some 
time toa atte a conference with 
Judge Crfbajal, the Federal envoy. 
“Wie..ad thought,"’ continued Dr. Go- 
mez, “that @ peace agreement was en- 
tirely unnecessary, as we could merely 
stand by and witness the actual car- 
rying out of the various things we have 
demanded, but in the meantime the 
army would be idle, and would have to 
be provisioned, and a wait of 10 or 15 
days must cause < dangerous restless- 
ness. Some kind of a manifesto ad- 


- vising the various chiefs that peace is 


practically assured is necessary. They 


who are not on the ground and in’ 


touch with the progress of our rela- 


‘tions with the Government, must feel 


disposed to ‘prosecute the rebellion. 

“In the declaration or manifesto of 
peace should be contained the princi- 
pal basis by which peace really will 
have been effec¥ed. It should record the 
fact that President Diaz has publicly 
announced as well as personally 
telegraphed Mr. Madero that he will re- 
sign before the expiration of the pres- 
ent month. It should note that the rev- 
oolutionists have agreed that Senor 
de la Barra ‘shall be provisional presi- 
dent, and that six of the eight members 
of his cabinet shall be elected by the 
revolutionists. 

Should Declare Armistice, 

“Likewise it should tell that it is as- 
sured that the Mexican conferees will 
pess laws appropriating money for in- 
demnities and pensions ‘and _ granting 
freedom from political prosecution on 
account of the revolt. The fact that 
assurances have been given that four 
provisiohal governors chosen by the 
revolutionists for the States of Chihau- 
hau, Sonora, Zacatecas and Coahuila 
will be installed should be registered, 
and that eventually the governors of 
other States will be named. This is a 
matter which the state legislatures 
only can do, but we can inform 
the revolutionists generally that we 
have received assurances saat it will be

In Two Weeks $1625 Has Been 
Subscribed at Rate of $200 
a Day. 


COMMITTEE WORKS HARD 


Whole Amount of $30,000 Must 
Be Raised by June 1 or Musi- 
cians Leave St. Louis. 





In the last two weeks $1625 has been 
subscribed to the Symphony Orchestra 
guaranty fund. Ten days more are left 
to complete the fund, and $3875 must be 
raised in that time or the orchestra 
will be lost to St. Louis. The amount 
now subscribed is $26,125. It 4s neces- 
sary to have a subscription guaranty of 
$30,000. 

The committee which is working to 
raise the needed subscriptions to keep In 
St. Louis tne ommeat musical organiza- 
tion believes that civie“prtas. will yet 
awaken the interest of some person able 
and willing to complete the fund before 
June 1, the time limit. 

$200 a Day Subecribed. 

The committee reports that subscrip- 
tions are coming in at the rate of about 
$200 a day. To complete the fund it wil! 
be necessary for almost $400 a day to be 
guaranteed. That is almost double the 
present rate. 

The condition made that the sale of 


increased over last year has been real- 
ized. The advance seat salé now ex- 
ceeds that of last year by $1500. A suc- 
cessful year is predicted for the orches- 
tra if the guaranty fund is raised, and 
it is believed that the musical organiza- 
tion can be put on a paying basis with- 
in the five years of the guaranty. 

“This would be a splendid tire for the 
Business Men’s League and other com- 
mercial and civic organizations to as- 
sist us in keeping this great band in St. 
Louis,” Huge A. Koehler, chairman of 
the Guaranty Fund Committee, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday. ‘‘It 
is of the greatest importance that these 
organizations take an interest at once 
if we are to keep the orchestra in St. 
Louis. 

A Public Enterprise. 

“The Symphony organization is purely 
a publie enterprise, and is worthy of the 
support of organizations working in the 
interests of St. Louis. 

“We must have $30,000 by:June 1, or 
the orchestra is lost to us. All of the 
subscriptions made are with the pro- 
vision that the entire $30,000 is raised. 
If we do not reach that amount, we 
cannot get the money s0 far subscribed. 
In the next 10 days the music-loving 
people and the civic pride must speak 
and double the present rate of sub- 
scriptions, or we must admit defeat 
and see the organization disbanded, and 
musicians leave for other cities.” - 

George D. Markham, a _ persistent 
worker on the Guaranty Fund Commit- 
tee, said Saturday that unless some 
one who is alle to make a substantial 
subscription comes forward and makes 
up the deficit. the indications are that 
that orchestra will be disbanded. He 
said that the work of years in gather- 
ing together these artists will go for 
naught if the fund fails. 

Chance for Someone. 

“Some person could perform a merito- 
rious act by coming forward with a 
subscription that will meet the amount 
required,’’ he said. “A recent letter to 
the Post-Dispatch by Thomas J. Cur- 
ran stated facts in many respects, re- 
garding the hesitancy in wealthy people 
coming forward with subscriptions. 
Many have done their full duty, how- 
ever. 

The directors of one financial] institu- 
tion, counting the boxes, subscriptions 
and ‘ad’ in our program, have donated 
$6500. One widow sent a $600 subscrip- 
tion in answer to one of our circular 
letters appealing for aid. If a few more 
amounts like this be sent in, the ques- 
tion would be solved and the orchestra 

ained. 

‘If the wealthy music lovers realized 
what it will mean to St. Louis to al- 
low this organization to disband, they 
would loosen their purse-strings and 
listen to the call in this time of dire 
need."” 

Contract by June 1. 

The contracts with the musicians 
must be made June 1. Kansas City and 
other centers have their eyes on the 
Symphony musicians, and unless they 
are employed by St. Louis, they will 
accept the offer of some other place. 
If the fund is to be raised it is time for 
action. 

Subscriptions of $10 or more are wel- 
come. The amounts subscribed thus 
far have averaged about $100. Sub.

Catholic Federation Committee 
Declares Them Menace to 
Welfare. of Nation.’ 
MANAGERS DENOUNCED 
Fear Is Expressed Spectators 


Will Be Caused to Discard 
Christian Modesty. 





Eight plays produced at St. Louis the-. 
aters in the past season are condemned 
by the National Committee on Public 
Morals of the American Federation of 
Catholic Societies in an open letter that 
has just been sent to theatrical produc- 
ers and managers. Three others, not 
seen in St. Louis, are also censured. * 

The plays seen in St. Louis that the 
committee calls vile are: ‘“Salome,”’ 
which was produced at the Garrick by 
Southern and Marlowe, under the title 
of “John the Bgptist,’’ and which was 
played under the title of ‘“‘Salome’’ at 
one gr more of the cheap theaters and 
sung at the Coligeum by the Chicago- 
Philadelphia Opera company; ‘‘The Blue 
Mouse,’ at the Garrick; “The Soul 
Kiss,’’ at the Olympic; ‘‘The Girl From 
Rector’s,’’ at the Century; ‘“‘The Easiest 
Way,” at the Garrick; ‘‘The Girl in the 
Taxi,” at the Century; “Alma Wo 
Wohnst Du,” at the Century, and “La 
Samaritaine,’’ at the Olympic. The other 
three are “The Girl in the Train,’ ‘‘The 
Foolish Virgin” and “The Woman 
Passes.’’ ) 

Producers Are Denounced. 

The committee deplores that plays are 
produced that mock at sacred things and 
moral principles. Producers and man- 
agers are denounced as menacing the 
public morality and the welfare of the 
nation. “For these plays,’”’ the letter 
says, ‘“‘being based on abominable sex- 
ual perversity and setting up a’ stand- 
ard of morality which is open licentious- 
ness, will gradually accustom the spec- 
tators, first in thought and then in deed, 
to disregard and discard all Christian 
modesty and will thus prove the grave 
of the nation. 

“We are aware that many times the 
excuse is given ‘the people want these 
plays; give the people What they want.’ 
We most earnestly protest against this 
allegation. There are thousands, nay 
millions, of American people who are 
disgusted with these putrid exhibitions. 
We most emphatically assert that 
themes of divorce, adultery, seduction, 
double life, conjugal infidelity, free love 
and other worse performances exhibit- 
ing sexual perversity are not what the 
decent people want. The decent people 
are not a negligible quantity, and the 
people’s ideas and desires must not be

gar crowd of debauchees. 
Menace on Billboards. 

“We are gratified to know that sev- 
eral newspapers have justly and merci- 
lessly pointed out the vulgarity of 2 
number of theatrical performances, with 
the results that the audience was amall 
and the financial return showed a loss. 
We also gladly notice the crusade of 
the press against smutty songs on the 
stage. 

‘““‘We earnestly request all the mem- 
bers of our affiliated societies not only 
to avoid such offensive performances, 
but to withdraw their patronage from 
any theater which lends itself to offen- 
sive productions, In this connection we 
also ask them to watch the theatrical 
bill boards and to use their influence 
with public authorities to prevent the 
exhibition of indecent, immodest an@ 
suggestive theatrical posters which are 
of their very nature a menace to the 
pure and clean minds of the young.” 

The letter is signed by all the mem- 
bers of the committee, and is approved 
by archbishops and bishops.

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THE STANDARD OIL DECISION. 
NO. 2. 
Monopoly Acts Penal Regardless of Forms. 

The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court against the Standard Oil Co. was unani- 
mous. Chief Justice White and all other justices 
of the court agree with Justice Harlan in it, as 
Justice Harlan agrees with them. The decision 
is that no such combination can exist lawfully 
in the United Statés; that the operations of all 
corporations, combinations or associations of 
persons, ‘working ,on the same or like systems 
for the.same end, are penal. 

This is the decision of the whole court as a 
finality. The difference in 6pinion between Jus- 
tice Harlan and Chief Justice White, representing 
the majority, may indicate the possibility of 
change in opinion towardssthe standpoint now 
occupied by Justice Harlan, without changing in 
any way the finality or the weight of the deci- 
sion itself. 

Chief Justice White has made this unmistaka- 
bly’ clear. He has based his opinion tuutc all 
such acts as those of the Standard Oil Co. are 
penal under the Sherman act and thg principles 
of American institutions on which the Sherman 
act is based. In considering the Sherman act, 
he has defined as an “undue restraint” every 
violation of its provisions against monopoly. He 
has included also every attempt of any combina- 
tion of persons or corporations or of any single 
corporation so to control the freedom of trade 
among the states as to restrict it, impede it, or 
lessen it in any way. While he has held that in 
each case as it comes up for decision, the court 
must decide under the rule of reason whether 
the acts proved are penal, he has shown that he 
a.ffers with Justice Harlan in opinion only; 
“every” case to which the prohibition and penal- 
ties of the law apply,) becomes “each case” in 
which the law is being practically enforced. 

While this might seem to offer hope of escape 
to “each” person or combination of persons now 
conscious of acts made penal under the law Sn 
“every” case of its violation, the Chief Justice, 
in announcing the unanimous decision of the 
court, also announces that no exception in favor 
of any penal act whatever is made by the form 
or manner of its commission. 

He points out that, the penal statute, now to be 
enforced in its finalities, was calculated “in view 
of the many new forms of contracts and combina- 
tions which were being evolved.” The purpose 
of the penalties of the law was to “make sure 
by an all-embracing enumeration THAT NO 
FORM OF CONTRACT BY WHICH AN UNDUE 
RESTRAINT OF INTERSTATE OR FOREIGN 
COMMERCE WAS BROUGHT ABOUT, COULD 
SAVE SUCH RESTRAINT FROM CONDEMNA- 
TION.” 

In the unanimous decision of the court and also 
in its unanimous opinion, this makes of no im- 
portance whatever the many shrewd changes of 
form, ostensibly authorized by law, under which 
the penal act is committed. Regardless of 
changes of form, through reincorporation, or in 
any other way, the plans, purposes and methods 
prohibited and penalized, must cease or the con- 
sequences of defying the law as finally decided 
are incurred in each act of its violation, withgut 
further room to plead doubt.of the purpose of the 
law itself. In spite of the difference of opinion 
between Chief Justice White and Justice Har- 
lan, all that fs left anyone arraigned for a penal 
act under the decision is the plea of “reasonable 
doubt” in his own case, which the “standard of 
reason” in criminal law offers in each case as the 
last resort against its penalties in every case. 
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If the Mexican custom of calling politicians 
after the names of their leaders, such as Porfiris- 
tas, Maderistas and Reyistas, should be introduced 
into this country, we would soon have Taftistas, 
La Follettistas and Lorimeristas. To call a man 
a Lorimerista, when he was not guilty, would, 
however, lead to a breach of the peace. 
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THE TERMINAL COMBINE’S ANNEX. 

The newspaper annex of the Terminal combine 
asks what the Post-Dispatch has accomplished 
in the matter of the abolition of the Bridge tolls.

“Women are doing this better every 
year. Look at the short skirts they 
Wear; the loose, comfortable, collarless 
waists. Even the peekaboo waist has 
fis hygienic advantages in summer, ag 
it is healthy to expose the skin to the 
air. Men might take a lesson from 
women in the matter of oollars, at any 
rate.

A CLASSICAL TRIUMPH 
CINNATI, : 
INCINNATI has produced an 
“acting version of the tragedy 
Which Hegel considered the most 
berfect of all dramas.’’ The tragedy 
is ‘“‘The Antigons of Sophocles, trans- 
lated from the original by Joseph Ed- 
ward Harry, professor of Greek in the 
University of Cincinnati. He made the 
translation for a special performance of 
the play in the Cincinnati Grand Opera 
I:ouse. It is a great success. It is in 
luighly readable Shakspearean Enegfish 
the 12-syllabled, singing verse of the 
old play is turned into the 10-syllabled 
blank verse of Shakspeare, which is elo- 
quent and sublime but not singable. 
The choruses are turned into rhymed 
odes of the English style introduced by 
Dryden. and worked out further by Gray 
and Collins, with later help from Andrew 
Lang and others. They make good 
Classical English reading, but they are 
not songs. Everything in the old play 
was made to sing. It is much closer to 
the best modern Italian opera in this 
1cspect than to anything we think of as 
a modern “drama” or tragedy. Cincin- 
nati is a singing town. If it keeps on 
‘pegging awa?’’~at Sophocles, it may 
learn things about singing that may 
astonish the Oxford Grecians and all the 
cther modern Grecians who “have all 
cther good qualities though they cannot 
sing.”’ If it were not for this, Cincinnati 
could well afford to take all the grue- 
frome things it has inherited from 
Sophocles, wrap them carefully in the 
covers on which it prints Hegel’s in- 
dorsements of them and then bury them. 
The Antigon is not as gruesome as 
geome other Greek plays of the same 
reriod, but it is full of the grume of the 
results of becoming too cultured. As a 
chapter of the family history of the man 
uho guessed the “riddle of the Sphynx,’’ 
it shows a considerable part of the worst 
when ‘“‘race suicide’ is working out 
logically for the extermination of those 
at the 40p who become unfit to survive 
because they are*too superior. It ought 
tc make anyone who understands it, sick 
at the stomach. If Cincinnati loses its 
appetite after each modern production 
of the play, it will be a certain sign 
that Cincinnati culture is reaching the 
point where it can appreciate the old 
Athenian’s warnings. If this is the 
point where they are needed, then Prof. 
Harry has done his city good service.. 
He has made only one mistake to which 
his outside sympathizers need object. 
Pe was mistaken in making an apology 
in his preface for his work. It can be 
placed side by side with translations 
from Franklin to Plumptre and there 
will be no need to apologize for it. In 
the old play, male to sing, the English 
line: ‘Each star, that shines far, spark- 
ling dim_in darkling blue,’’ may be less 
singable than most of the 12-syllabeled 
Itnes which are thus turned in readable 
Shakspearean verse: 
“For true ft is. no evil ever grew ae 
In current us among mankind like money, * 
This sacks and ruins cities; this drives men 
From home, makes nature fall into revo, 
And by its base, corrupting influence, ¢ 
Trains erstwhile honest souls to set them- 


selves 
To dirty practices; plants in the hearts 


Of men the seeds of every wickedness Ly 
And teaches them to know all godless cee 


This shows that Prof. Harry can write 
Elizabethian blank verse with the best 
of them. It may be regrettable that by 
setting his words to dance-hall tunes 
Rudyard Kipling, who does not “bother 
with the, classics,”’ is much more classi- 
cal than any modern ‘translator of 
Sophocles has yet. become. But Prof. 
Harry may be altogether mistaken in 
his conclusion that it Is no use trying 
to show Cinetnnati what this old play 
really was when its poetry meant 
music (almost maddening in its mel- 
ody) from beginning to end. He shows 
that/ he has music of that kind in his 
ear now, but under the traditions of 
the University of Cincinnati he is too 
dignified %o risk “letting it loose in the 
town.” Sophocles had no dignity of 
that kind. Hence he was classical. If 
Prof. Harry, instead of living in a mod- 
ern .Ohio ‘musical center, had lived in 
Athens about 500 B. C., he might have 
been fully as classical as Sophocles. 
Then the “little vagrom boys” on the 
ystreet might fave sung his classical 
productions after one pearing.

“THE OLD DANCE MASTER.” 
HE dryest bone in the critics’ cup- 
board is an assumption that the 
characterization of Dickens are 
exaggerated. It has been the fortune of 
“The Old Dance Master,” by William 
Romaine Peterson, to arouse recollec- 
tions of Dickens in the minds of En- 
gtish critics and, while lumberingly ex- 
pressing appreciation, they bring forth 

the old bone to sharpen their teeth. 

All art expression is exaggeration in 
some direction, the overemphasis of es- 
sential and the submergence of the 
nonessential. A novelist chooses ac- 
cording to his temperament that which 
he will cry up. If he deal with the 
sorrows and persecutions of the poor he 
will paint some fact blacker than the 
truth, because all the facts, which can- 
not be presented, aggregate that black- 
ness. If he paint love rg&lized he will 
symbolize in an incident or a caress the 
glory that life spreads thinly. 

In so far as Mr. Peterson is a dis- 
ciple of Dickens, or a follower after 
the later de Morgan, Arnold Bennett 
et als., he is a maker of quiet comedy. 
“The Old Dance Master” is a pleasant 
story developed in a series of incidents 
which serve to present persons who 
have the roundness and gmovement o 
life. Herr Habenichts, the old -dance 
master, is a prophet of loving kind- 
ness, admirably brought into relief 
by the blondined boarding-house mis- 
tress, Mrs. Wix, by the gin-drinking 
Mrs. Bleeks and by the fodolish Ara- 
bella, Dowager Duchess of Berkshire. 

Sir John Marduke, the ‘‘filthyanthrop- 
ist,"’ as one character calls him, is a 
Strange creation; a man made mad by 
brooding on the fact that his wealth 
came from “the slave trade conducted 
by his grandfather. His son, Monty, 
is an unsatisfactory hero, and Dorothy 
Larkin, the heroine, has little substance. 

It is in his genre pictures of the cab 
proprietor Larkin’s yard,. and in the 
boarding house of Mrs. Wix that Mr. 
Peterson js at his best. He is on firm 
ground there and all his work is strong 
and effective. .(Little-Brown.) |

There 
are great episodes, which arouse the 
reader’s sympathy for all save the mor- 
bid girl, such as the death of Leila’s 
guardian; the annual mass for this fine 
old man’s wife, the coming of the 
strange priests and the dying woman's 
abandonment of her plans for an op- 
eration, that might save her life, to 
serve Leila. The lay reader will be 
puzzled to account for the expurga- 
tion of the novel by the church author- 
ities. (Hodder-Stoughton.)

 “QUBED.” 

QUEER name, Queed. But its 
bearer was even more unlike the 
common run of men than Queed is 
unlike the common run of names. He 
had no vice but selfishness, né virtue 
He was book-fed, pook- 
reared, and so nearly as is possible for 
one dwelling on the earth and beneath 
the sun, he Knew nething but books. 
His purpose—so unhuman a being could 
hardly be. said to have an ambition— 
was to write a monumental book “which 
should be the “last word” on knewledge 
of the bookish sort. 
To put a soul into this creature was 
no less an achievement than to put 
breath into Frankenstein’s creation, or 
into Pygmalion’s marble. It was a mir- 
aclé. And the miracle was - performed 
by &@ woman, : 
“Queea’ is the first novel of its au- 
thor, Henry. Sydnor Harrison, a. Rich- 
mond newspaper editor. It is strikingly 
original in style and situations. There 
ware reminders, nevertheless, of ‘The 
Honorable Péter Stirling” and of “‘The 
Passing of the Third Floor Back’’ in 
the boarding house-scenes and in the 
dawning of human sensibilities within 
the breast of the recluse. 
It is not until near its close that the 
story has a real bero. It has no vil- 
lain, at least none who performs the 
ordinary function of baffling the hero. 
The foil for Queed, instead, is a very 
likable young man, who does the right 
thing when he. finds that -he has un- 
wittingly done Queed an injustice. 

But the book has a heroine, from 
the first chapter, where her big ‘“‘pleas- 
ure dog,’’ Bee (short for Behemoth) 
bowls the “‘little doctor’ over a street 
crossing, to the last, where Miss Shar- 
lee Weyland comes into the heritage 
of every heroine—a man’s love. 

“Evolutionary Soctology’’ was the 
subject of which Queed, at the outset 
of the story, was writing. The book 
contains no more evolutionary sociology 
than is required to show the. character 


interesting processes of evolution. The 
first is the evolution of Queed; the sec- 
ond is the evolution of the South, on 
which the writer is an optimist.
